We "Ferleralj,' 1 at you pleasantly style ns (and it 
it a i nothing phrase), have from the beginning of Ihe 
present war depended not a little for the do si resiora- 
tion of the powt r of the Government throughout tn ■ 
Republic upon the loysl men of the Bbtrs Stetea. The 
Insurgents and their sympathiser! in Buripe, with 
some who were not sheet sympathisers, have laughed 
tl this dependence t« altogether unfounded. And if, 
indeed, the rule " Dt nnn syrsnpmliiw i! aoa unlsitli- 
lus eorfeoi eat rnrso," wire of universal application the 
laughsrt were fully justified. But ths rule ia not of 
ut ire-Hal application, and the loyal men have enisled 
in the Slave Blatea all along, although they have not 
appetrrd.

They were kindly pis cad in my Lancia by a friend 
of tbe pct:!i men to whom they ire addressed, that I 
might tee what kind of folk they were who in the 
midst of adverttiy bad been fatthfut to tbe old flag, I 
found very little in them of anmeiaavt interest to be re- 
peated lo the readers of ihe -Vetraips, so filled are thty 
with the personal affairs and the Individual anxieties 
cfthe writen. Hut that little it to the purpose, end 
for the very leaacei just given is the more impressive. 

In ons nf the letters, dated December 3, 1SQ3, the 
writer, after eje pi easing his anrvow for sum a man who 
wcie " only mcderite aeceasLonista," and who became 
so meiely because lhay were too poor and humble to 
nsist ths movemrnt cf the hre-eating planters, say*.

nuilyofsome amslltr volume. But even this ia hi ni 
sense caricature, though it U a ri saint tanty 1 it doea 
nctmsgnily sny eharscteritlic expiHsiun of hia own 
inirj laughable dimensions, hut eulprieej you with a 
coictrsst between the easy mtaterful eipreiaim of hia 
natural face and that of an intellsc'.ually ov,cr-weighteJ 
and oppettsed pigmy.

sccuasiion tgninat children thtt they are not halt so 
ic r.t-c int of mischief they tenet, is utterly lost in the 
mgravi^g. which is only an aceorttitin nf impti- 
itcueeancl vulgarity sgaimt the particular urchin in 
ijoestlon. It doei not and possibly .eukf not 
catty Willi it thtt delicate Bavunr of general ioslnui. 
lien Bgaiuiat ths tsct which is conveyed by the 
Buthut, Tha truth ia, Thackeray with his pencil was 
alwtyt bread, and somellmai even nosrie in his 
ridicule; with hia pen he waa almost al wsyt subdued 
in his irony. He smothered into an unemphalic 
epithet what hia pencil dilated into (.he pcomlnent 
point. In one way, his awn illnairntiona are inatrue 
live ; they show you where Thackeray considers d ' 
pctnt of hia wit to he j but then they do to by tusk 
the point protrude, whs res* the very essence of tbe 
tsllcclual skill displayed in the fiction it that the point 
does not protrude, but rankles like a barb lost in 
lha wonnd. lie was a master of indirect stui£ 
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and hia pictures trinslBte 
into ihe direct, in a very 
defeating way. Yet few men 
esse nee of csrecature better than 
tew it in others, » ia shown hy 1 
Hoth Csuikshaak as an artist and 
ist, Mr. Taylor aires s most 
criticism ol lhsokera* k s nsi c . 
hippies! designs, and kindly gives us Urrslhshsnk's 
piste also, in order to help us to understand tba cri- 
ticism. We could not, to any gouil purpoie, quote 
the one without the ottar, but wo refer our readers to 
Mr. Theodore Tsylor'a pigee Itr ' 
what we have aaid. tint though 
to csricsluTB, tha racer- reserved snd aubtle weap-in 
was tha only one ha wielded with best -rate power. 

And yet we understand wall why, with sal his wear - 
villous power of infusing t bitter flavour of ridicule 
into hia praise or his sentiment, he bad t aost of in- 
satiable yearning after the use of the more direct and 
in many res poets coarser weapon. There ia nochinr 
more chaiscterisu - of Thank cry or more powerful 
than the tnenct— (there an tonne of them in almojt 
every one of hit ere alar weeks) — ia which lha love, or 
haired, or contempt, or whatever emotion it may be, 
which it the leading, though oonirolled, one, in his 
characters, throws off all pretence of aubordditai ton, 
bursts open the safety .valve, and it riaea into a kind 
of shrill key-note of passion. In " Vanity Fair " 
there is one such scene placed with great art by the 
satirist at the very outset, where Becky shows her 
real frarlraranesa and rlndictiveness and utter sclll ■ 1. • 
nesw, by Urn (log back tta parting pieseat which poor 
Idias Jiiniroa has pressed upon her, Into her school, 
rntatrtsa'a garden as Ihe carriage bears net away from 
the deer. In the encounter between Lord Sieyue arid 
Kawdon Crawley we have another each onrat of long 
suppressed rtge. In " Eimond," perhaps, tho fineit 
ecsaeia that in which Lady Csstlawonu's passion fur 
y t ung Esmond bursts vehemently forth on hit return 
from the wnr. And ihere are probably half a dozen 
auch critical scenes in " Penuennii." It is one of 
Thackeray's gteateat powers thia nf delineating 
the moment when a passion long kept under 
bursts its kinks and inundates the mind ; 
it la a power in which he specially delighted — 
the suppressed satiric state being really little
